The ironic fact is, and it should be one 
which gives us all pause, is that many of 
those loudest in demanding the Govern- 
ment take over the mines are also loudest, 
in normal times, of demanding the Gov- 
ernment keep out of business and abandon 
all controls.

WASHINGTON—The hardest question ta answer about Louis A. 
Johnson’s concealed disarmament program is why the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have stood for it so long.

The first part is the new atmosphere of blended 
favoritism and intimidation that now pervades the Defense De- 
partment. 

A pretty good symbol of the favoritism is to be found in the 
Secretary of Defense’s outer office. Brig. Gen. Louis Renfrow, a 
plump relic of Johnson’s American Legion machine, now presides 
there as his patron’s special assistant. For a far from brilliant 
reserve officer serving as Johnson’s appointments secretary, Ren- 
frow has received remarkably high promotion. But that is not all. 

He is also drawing $100 a month supple- 
mentary pay under a rule designed to attract young dentists into 
the services.

What happened to change my mind about the cinema was being invited 
to see a new drama of the silver sheet, “The Third Man,” featuring Orson Welles 
It was a first-class thriller, but even if it hadn’t been, I’d have enjoyed it, anyhow. 


This was on account of the seats. So I think I’d better review the theater, instead of the pitture. 


This show house was erected here on Eye 
Street by Pres. Eric Johnston of the Associa- 
tion of Motion Picture Producers as a fitting 
place to display the artistry of Hollywood. The 
artistry’s fine, but Johnston agrees with me that 
the chair’s important, too. 


So he has installed great, wide foam-rub- 
ber seats with arm reste six inches across, 
and springs in the back so that each cus- 
tomer feels as though he’s sprawled in a rock- 
ing chair. More important still is the fact 
that four feet of blessed space is between 
each row and I hope the theater architects of 
this nation are taking notes. Johnston’s is 
the only movie palace in which I have not 
rubbed corns on my knees. 


The average theater across the land seems to 
be built around a popcorn machine. This is fine. 
I like popcorn. But Johnston has gone one step 
further and in his emporium the clients eat sand- 
wiches at their seats, sip highballs, and smoke 
cheroots. In the arm of every seat, as in an 
airplane, is an ash tray. 

So, fine. I strolled into Johnston’s Bijou with 
my bride, past the growing plants along the walls, 
handed my overcoat and my hat to a checkboy, 
had a preliminary drink in the lobby—which 
looked more like a living room de luxe—and 
trod the thickly padded carpets to my seat. The 
carpet continued with me, so I'd have a soft 
place for my feet. 


I’ve never been so comfortable, except in 


bed. I had a smoke in one hand and a 
drink in the other. A kind of candy butcher 
de luxe sneaked in with sandwiches and the 
picture started at once. No waiting. Then I 
discovered that the floor was so pitched in 
relation to the screen that I didn’t need to 
ask the lady in front to remove her hat. 


Messrs. Welles, Joseph Cotten, et al., pursued 
their melodramatic villainies on the screen to 
the accompaniment of the zither music and I’ve 
never spent a pleasanter evening. If the picture 
hadn’t been good, it wouldn’t have mattered 
much.

Chillblains later, 
one of the most fiendish sufferings known to childhood, told them

May seeing his own words in print help a child te read? 


Answer: Yes, says Dr. John 
W. Carr, Jr., of Duke Univer- 
sity in the Elementary School 
Journal. Otherwise bright chil- 
dren who had reading difficul- 
ties were asked, one at a time, 
to dictate material from other 
studies to the teacher, who typed 
what they said as they watched. 
They were then told to read 
aloud what had been written. 
Recognizing their own words in 
print not only made reading 
more interesting, but helped to 
break down the fear of failure, 
carried over from former expe- 
riences, which had become an 
emotional obstacle to progress.

May Sterility Be Due te 
Emotional Conflict? 


Answer: Psychiatrists appear 
more and more inclined to think 
so. For example, Dr. Marie
